CODEL NEVERTHELESS REQUESTED AND EMBASSY TRIED TO ARRANGE 
APPOINTMENTS WITH: PRESIDENT DIEDERICKS; PRIME MINISTER 
VORSTER; DEF MIN BOTHA; MIN FOR AFF MULLER AND SECY EOR 
AFE FOURIE; GENERAL HEINRICH VAN DEN BERGH, BUREAU OF STATE 
SECURITY; DEFENCE FORCE SENIOR OFFICERS GENERAL WEBSTER; 
ADMIRAL H. H. BIERMANN; GENERAL MAGNUS MALAN; ZULU CHIEF 
GATSHA BUTHELEZI; WRITER ALAN PATON; RABBI LIPSKER; 

TRANSKEI CHIEF MINISTER KAISER MANTANZIMA; DAVID MANN, 
PRESIDENT OF JEWISH BOARD OF DEPUTIES; ISRAELI AMBASSADOR 
UNNA; KWAZULU REP GIBSON THULA; MR. AND MRS. DAVID DALLAS, 
BEYERS NAUDE (CHRISTIAN INSTITUTE); PROGRESSIVE REFORM

REP. SOLARZ NOTED THAT SINCE SCHEDULE MADE IT IMPOSSIBLE 

EOR HIM TO BE IN ALL PLACES HE WISHED TO VISIT, HE WOULD 
LIKE TO SEND PERSONAL ERIEND DR. BRECHNER AS HIS REPRESENTA- 
TIVE TO MEET WITH TRANSKEI OFEICIALS. AT SOLARZ REQUEST, 
EMBASSY AND CON GEN DURBAN ARRANGED SUCH A TRIP FOR 
BRECHNER JULY 6 AND 7. CODEL PAID FOR TICKET. 

3. REP. SOLARZ ALSO ASKED EMBASSY ASSISTANCE IN ASCERTAIN- 
ING WHAT ARRANGEMENTS RHODESIANS HAD MADE FOR THAT SEGMENT 
OE HIS TRIP, SAYING THAT HIS OEEICE HAD NOTIFIED RHODESIAN 
OEFICE IN US OF HIS VISIT BUT HAD NOT DISCUSSED SPECIEICS. 

EMB OFE LIMITED HIS ACTION TO INFORMING LOCAL RHODESIAN 
REPRESENTATION OE SOLARZ TRAVEL PLANS AND WISHES. RHODESIAN 
REPRESENTATIVE CONFINED HIS COMMENT TO NOTING THAT SOLARZ 
WOULD BE MET BY RHODESIAN OFEICIALS AND THAT APPROPRIATE 
HOTEL RESERVATIONS HAD BEEN MADE.

MORNING JULY 8. MORNING APPOINTMENT WITH GENERAL VAN 
DEVENTER IN PRETORIA WAS CANCELLED. CODEL LEFT FOR 
RHODESIA LATER JULY 8. 

7. EOLLOWING SCHEDULED ARRIVAL FROM SALISBURY JULY 9, 

CODEL MET WITH MR. MAKAHYA OF URBAN BANTU COUNCIL AND 
JOHN BARRATE OF INSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 
APPOINTMENT WITH RABBI LIPSKER, REQUESTED BY CODEL, WAS 
CANCELLED AT LAST MINUTE. CODEL INSISTED THAT CHRISTIAN 
INSTITUTE GIFT SHOP BE OPENED FOR VISIT EARLY IN MORNING 

BUT MADE NO PURCHASES. CODEL MET AGAIN WITH BARRATT LATER 
MORNING JULY 10 BEEORE DEPARTING. 

8. CON GEN JOHANNESBURG SUBSEQUENTLY RECEIVED TELEPHONE 
CALL FROM LOCAL JEWELER INQUIRING ABOUT DR. BRECHNER. 
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BRECHNER REPORTEDLY HAD IDENTIFIED HIMSELF TO JEWELRY 
FIRM AS REPRESENTATIVE OF OR CONNECTED WITH US EMBASSY, 

AND HAD DISCUSSED POSSIBLE EXPORT OF SIZEABLE QUANTITY 
OF PRECIOUS STONES TO US. JEWELER WAS INFROMED THAT 
BRECHNER IS PRIVATE CITIZEN TRAVELING AS PERSONAL FRIEND 
OF CODEL WITHOUT OFFICIAL STATUS.
